Theory of Police In the Case 


if Mrs. Blondia/ 


LANDLADY HEABD QUARREL 


Woman WM Kever Seen to Leave Her 


Apartment Afterward— Two Missing 
Trunk* Would Probably Throw 
Much Light Upon the Mystery 


Boston, Jane 14.— The theory that 


Margaret Bioudin of Lawrence was 
murdered in the Green street lodging 
bouse was given weight yesterday by 
an Interview between police Inspectors 
and Mra. Mary Haunigau, the landlady. 
•The officers and tbe woman talked over 
all the movements of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bioudin. 


Mrs. Hanuigan said that on Saturday, 


'April 27, the day of Mrs. Bloudin's dis- 
appearance, she was sitting In the hail- 
way, near the front door, when, Just a 
few minutes before 4 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon, Mrs. Blondln came in from the 
atreet and asked Mrs. Hannlgan what 
time it was. 
On being told, she ex- 


claimed: 
"My husband will kill me," 


and ran upstairs to her room. 


Mrs. Bioudin had no sooner reached 


her room than her husband opened tbe 
•treet door, and, in commanding tones 
requested Mrs. Haiinigaa to tell him 
now hla wife spent the day. 
Upon be- 


ing told that she spent the day quietly, 
as was her wont, he rushed upstairs as 
If he was in a furious temper, and vio- 
lently pushed open the door, and then 
closed it with a bang, turning the key 
in the lock. The landlady heard some 
angry words, which was followed by 
a noise as if someone had fallen. 
After 


that all was quiet in the room, and in 
about 10 minutes Blondin came out 
wearing his best clothes. He locked the 
door, not only by the ordinary fasten- 
ing, but with a padlock which Blondin 
itad attached that morning. 


Mrs. Hannigan went upstairs and 


knocked at the door, but there was no 
response. 
She thought tbat possibly 


the woman was sulky or ashamed, and 
did not want to talk about what had 
taken place. 
Blondin did not return 


until the following Tuesday. Mrs. Han- 
nlgan, meanwhile, made several In- 
effectual attempts to get into the room. 


When Blondin returned he looked hag- 


gard and manifested a desire to be left 
•lone. He hurried to his room, and re- 
mained there about an hour, when he 
passed outside, doubly locking the door. 
He was in a great hurry, and his face 
was very pale. 
In half an hourabe re- 


turned with an expressman, explaining 
to Mrs. Hannigan tliat he bad accepted 
a position on a government boat In 
Canada, and that he was going to Mon- 
treal 


"Where Is your wife?" asked Mrs. 


Hannigan. 


Blondin muttered something which 


the landlady did not catch. 


"I cannot understand what you have 


kept her locked in her room so long for," 
continued Mrs. Hannigan. "Is she go- 
Ing with you?" 


"Yes. 
She is at the depot now," re- 


plied Blondtn. 
Then he took the ex- 


pressman upstairs. Around the trunks 
which they took away, were heavy 
leather bands. Then Blondin left the 


* house, and the landlady did not see 


him again. This was the substance of 
Mrs. Hanni gau's story. 


The police think they have traced 


Blondin's trunk to the North Union sta- 
tion. It has been learned that a trunk 
similar to the one described by the in- 
tpectors was shipped to Chelmsforfl on 
tbe night of April 30. They also learned 
that on May 2 Blondin hired a room on 
Howard street, this city. 


The inspectors have received informa- 


tion by which they hope to establish tbe 
fact that the trunk was taken from 
Cbelmsford to Lowell in a farmer's 
wagon on June 1, and from there shipped 
to Boston over the Boston and Maine 
railroad. 


There seems a possibility that Blon- 


din left Boston Wednesday morning at 
§:45 on the steamer State of Maine for 
Et John. 
The steamer stopped en 


route at Portland, Esstport and Lubec. 
Blondin could not easily reach Canada 
from either of the bitter ports, and it 
is surmised that if he took this boat his 
destination must have been either Port- 
land or St. John. It is impossible to tell 
anything about the passenger list as yet, 
aa this Is on board the steamer, which is 
not due in Boston until Saturday.

IS GOING TO PHILIPPINES 


Not M an Opponent of Imperialism, 


Although .He HM Hitherto Reso- 
lutely Opposed Tb»t Policy—Wishes 
to Form Fresh Political Judgment 


Boston, June 14.—Former Governor. 


Boutwell, president of the New England 
Anti-Imperialist league, has made pub- 
lic a statement in connection with the 
resignation of Flake Warren from the 
league, together with correspondence 
bearing upon the subject. 


Mr. Boutwell, In his statement, says 


be makes public the correspondence in 
order that the public may understand 
the matter corrector- 
He says that at 


a meeting of the executive committee 
of the league, May 16, Mr. Warren spoke 
of his purpose to visit the Philippine 
Islands, and he (Boutweli) expressed 
doubt at that tine as to the wisdom of 
the visit 


In bis letter to Mr. Warren, dated 


May 17, Mr. Boutwell follows up hia 
suggestion made at the meeting, begin- 
ning with the following statement: 


"My observations of yesterday were 


so broken that it may be wise for me to 
supplement them with a statement of 
my reasons for the remarks that I made 
Indicating a doubt of the wisdom of 
your visit to the Philippine islands. It 
is well known to you that I have en- 
tertained the opinion for a long time 
that the contest for the overthrow of 
the imperialistic policy Is to be carried 
on, and to be determined in this country, 
and that without mucu reference to 
what may take place in the Philippine 
Islands. If we abstain, as an Antl-Im- 
pertalist league, from all participation 
In the domestic affairs of the island, it 
cannot be charged truthfully upon us 
that we are responsible for anything 
that may happen there. On the other 
hand, if it Is known that we are taking 
part, either openly or covertly, in the 
affairs of the islands, any untoward 
event that may happen there will be 
charged against us, as the result of ad- 
vice that we may have given or the 
part that we may have taken in the di- 
rection of the affairs." 


The balance of the letter Js given up 


to an exposition of anti-imperialistic 
views. 


Mr. Warren, replying, under date of 


June 6, states that he has forwarded his 
resignation to Winslow Warren, secre- 
tary of the league; states that he is go- 
Ing to the Philippines with Sixto Lopez, 
chiefly nw his personal friend and with a 
motive largely personal. 


He says further in 'the letter: "I go 


not as an opponent of imperialism, al- 
though hitherto I have resolutely op- 
posed that policy. 
I fV> as an honest 


inquirer who temporarily lays aside as 
many politioal judgments as possible iu 
order later to form them afresh, on bet- 
ter grounds. To be the freer, I had been 
planning to resign from the executive 
committee of the New England Anti- 
imperialistic league, and the receipt of 
your letter gives me an added reason for 
doing BO."

Francis E. Clark of the Christian En- 
deavorers, the presentation of foreigu 
delegates went on again, as it will from 
time to time each day, the vast audi- 
ence rising to its feet and welcoming 
with friendly voice and fluttering hand- 
kerchiefs, each representative from for- 
eign lands sa he was presented, many 
wearing their native costumes. 


James Stokes of New York presided, 


with Christian Phllidias of Switzerland, 
whose wide knowledge of languages 
was made evident to the audience, acting 
as master of ceremonies. 
A striking 


figure was that of Father Nicholas V. 
Vassillef, a delegate from Russia, 
gowned in the deep crimson silk of his 
office, a silver chain ana crucifix about 
his neck, with the sunshine lighting up 
his face and sturdy figure. 


A special jubilee service in the Old 


South Meeting House, In the chapel of 
which the first Y. M. C. A. in the United 
States was organized, 60 years ago, at 
which a commemorative tablet was un- 
veiled; a reception of more than 600 dele- 
gates by Governor Crane .it the state 
house, and a special service in Faneuil 
hall, served to fill out the afternoon. 


Scarcely bad the meeting at the Old 


South church broken up when an equal- 
ly large gathering assembled in historic 
Faneuil hall, when the delegates listened 
to speakers from England, Germany, 
Switzerland, India and Canada. 


Josiah H. Quincy of Boston presided, 


and, as a special feature, tlie delegates 
were warmly welcomed by Mayor Hart 
and Lieutenant Governor Bates. 
The 


latter went over briefly the history of 
Faneuil hall, during ^ liich he said that 
the edifice had received a new baptism 
from the delegates from all over the 
world. 


Lord Kinnaird, one of tbe leaders of 


the movement in England, said that one 
of the mottoes of his association was 
that "in things essential, unity: in things 
non-essential, liberty, and in all things, 
charity." 
He echoed the appeal that 


rooms be set aside in every army post 
and every navy dock yard to save young 
men from land sharks. 
He said that 


nations must determine to liave young 
men in public life whose lives are clean. 


Dr. Krans of Hungary then addressed 


the meeting in his native tongue, with an 
interpreter. 
He spoke particularly of 


Kossuth, who, years ago, had spoken in 
Faner.Sl hall. 
He thanked the dele- 


gates for an opportunity of addressing 
them. 
Adolph Hoffman 
of Geneva, 


Switzerland, reviewed briefly the work 
of the Y. M. C. A. lu his country. 
Charles Fermax, also of Switzerland. 
and the first general secretary of the 
world's committee of the Y. M. C. A., 
said that what was wanted was more 
energy and love in the work. 


N. L. Itallia Raui of India told of what 


the Y. M. C. A. had accomplished in his 
country, and of the great growth of the 
movement. 
Ten years ago there were 


but few associations and the member- 
ship was less than 300. 
Today there 


are 137 associations, with many thou 
sand members. 


The last speaker was H. B. Ames of 


Montreal, who thanked the American 
delegates for their assistance in spread- 
ing the movement in Canada. 


The evening meeting in Mechanics' 


hall was given over to the consideration 
of work in the railroad branch of the 
association. 
John J. McCook of New 


York presided, and spoke of the great 
Influence of this work upon foreigu na- 
tions. 
He highly praised railroad men 


as a class, and asserted that, in the in- 
terest of economy, this work should be 
extended. 


President Tuttle of tbe Boston and 


Maine railroad made the principal ad- 
dress of the evening, 
lie strongly 


praised the devotion and interest or 
those engaged in association work 
among railroad employes and his grati- 
fication with the results accomplished. 
The railroad branch he considered the 
most important branch of the a.s3ocla- 
tlon.

(voted down the pseudo-referendum 
amendment to the subway bill by a 
(vote of 27 to 9 and ordered the bill to 
la third reading by a vote of 25 to 12. 
KThere was one pair in each roll call, 
tthe vote against the referendum, 
Counting the paired vote, was 28, and 
'the vote la favor of the bill as it left 
"the house, counting the paired vote, 
ijwas 26. The senators remaining firm 
(Ito the positions taken yesterday, there 
' ere enough votes in the senate to pass 
*he bill over the governor's veto. 


It is now to the house, judging from 


jthe facts here set forth, that the peo- 
ple turns for the final and completing 
etand for legislative independence. The 
senate has done its duty andt is safe. 
liet the house follow the example. The 
•subway bill, In all probability, uill 
pass the senate as it left the house, 
all amendments having been voted 
down 
or abandoned yesterday. 
It 


.Will go to the governor as it left the 
bouse. It may be returned to the 
house with the governor's veto. It jg 
then for the house to stand by itself, 
by its own first judgment and pass the 
bill over the v3to. If it does not do so 
It will stand convicted of wheeling 
about at the governor's dictation. This 
dictation was not sufficient to swerve 
the senate from the position it believed 
t be right. Why should it swerve the 
bouse, particularly so when the house 
bag already taken the proper stand on 
Its best judgment? The house giving 
Ithe necessary two-thirds vote to carry 
thfe bill over the veto, it is certain that 
the senate will do the same. 


Thus the legislature will have main- 


tained the right to its own judgments 
ftntt Incidentally have administered a 
stinging rebuke to unwarranted inter- 
ference by the governor for political 
Capital's sake.

(Republican continues to

BULL WOKKEM 


A gentleman who has to do with one 


of the large industries of our town, 
and who has an extensive acquaint- 
ance with conditions elsewhere, lately 
remarked that the number of would- 
be female mill employes of a dubious 
Character in this community is a very 
discouraging thing to 
contemplate. 


The standard among such women is 
not, in his opinion, up to the average. 
Many applicants are positively bad. 
in this gentleman's opinion, there ig 
Ho reason why a mill employe should 
not be self-respecting and rejected 
by the community, but he says that 
many applicants seem to think that 
\jnwomanliness should be no bar to 
employment in a mill. So far as the 
mill with which ha has to do is con- 
cerned, he Bays that it is his desire to 
have women employes who have some- 
thing of tho old-time ideal of what 
constitutes 
a 
worthy womanhood, 


connected with 
the concern,—Berk- 


shire Courier. 


This is a question that Is frequently 


discussed in newspapers and in other 
public ways. Just why mill women 
are singled out as a class to be the 
•ubject of the analytical moralist we 
never could understand though others 
may see a reason for if. Perhaps it Is 
because there are, of tho army of 
.women workers, more in the mills than 
in any ether department of industry 
and that because of the large number 
Attention Is directed to them in greater 
degree* it may be, too, that those 
(Who have not abandoned the clank Idea 
believe that the "lower" end of human 
•oclety !• to be found In the mills, and, 
consequently, that the woaun of least 
moral responsibility are to fce found In 
Ifce ntU.itoMt, Howem all thl» may. 


b» we are very much inclined to the 
belief that women in the mill are no 
different morally from women in any 
other walk of life. We are speaking 
broadly in making this statement, for. 
if we ware particularising to .any ex- 
tent, we should not hesitate to give 
the mill women the higher place. 


No doubt most of those who hold in- 


quiries regarding the morals of women 
mill workers never enjoyed the luxury 
of earning a living at a bench or 
loom. A little taste of that kind of 
luxury would stop a good deal of this 
enlightened talk. The sorriest object 
we observe in any community is the 
man or woman who never permitted a 
bead of sweat to rest on the brow talk 
learnedly of the life and character of 
those who live by wearying:, wearing 
toil. The falsest note that we hear is 
sounded by such men and women. End 
less schemes assa.ll our ears for the up 
lifting of the workers, and they get 
their fit commentary In the significant 
fact that not a 
handful of these 


workers could be hired for the pay 
they get for 10 hours labor to quietly 
sit a session out. But the schemers 
and talkers go on talking and schem- 
ing consoling themselves with the de- 
lusion that those to whom they are 
willing to devote their lives are yet 
sadly wanting' In appreciation. And 
this is pitifui, for the workers will 
seize greedily upon his own wherever 
and whenever he finds it. But those 
who come to the workers must speak 
their 
language and think 
their 


thoughts. 
We do not mean that no 


person is fitted to be a helper of them 
unless he has come from their ranks 
and has borne their burdens. But we 
do mean that there mus>t be a kinship, 
and it is wonderful how rare this kin- 
ship is when it is considered that we 
are all of 'one flesh. 


The spirit of the mill Is as inde- 


pendent, its intelligence as high and 
Its morals as pure as the spirit, intel- 
ligence and morals outside of it. Cir- 
cumstances have prescribed labor for 
the mill man and mill Woman, and if 
there was a. bent for immorality phy- 
sical weariness would put quite a curb 
on it, just as it keeps the mill woman 
from indulgence in the many petty in- 
trigues that so fu'ly engross the time 
and attention of her better circum- 
stanced sister. The mill life, taken aa 
a whole—the only way that any life 
should be taken and judged—ie as 
simple and sweet as the life of the 
drawing room and afternoon teas. It 
is as free from gossip, aa free from 
slander and as free from taint of 
character. It is as loyal to the obli- 
gations of the home and as loyal to 
all the social obligations. It is as 
generous and it is as noble, though 
ginghams take the place of silks and 
iron spoons the place of silverware.

The atate senate yesterday passed 


the famous Washington street subway 
bill to a third reading after defeating 
the referendum amendment without 
which governor Crane has said he 
would veto the bill. The vote waa 25 
to IS, with one rair. 


In other words 39 of the 40 senators 


were recorded on the bill which pro- 
vides that the corporation shall oay 
for the building of thfc subway, turn it 
over directly to the city of Boston and 
enjoy a 40-years' tenure in return there 
for. 
Of the 39 recorded members, 26 


were for the bill and 32 against it. in- 
eluding the paired senators. 


The bill therefore had with it on the

Pres. Soule did not vote. The 40 sen- 
atrs are therefore accounted for.

Philippines serving with Company C of 
the Twentieth infantry at Angaqul, lias 
sent a letter to First Sergeant Jttwea 
Welsh of the First regiment, N. G. P., 
which contains some Interesting facts 
In regard to a people who have some 
strange superstitions and tastes, eaya 
a Philadelphia dispatch to the New 
York Sun. The letter reads: 


"From close observation and with the 


help of an old Spaniard, wbo is a 
friend of mine and has been a settler 
fa this barrio for many years. I have 
been able to gather the following facts 
concerning 'our friends, the Igorrotes.' 
In the first place, yon do not have to 
recommend outdoor or Delsarte exer- 
cise for thorn, as they are constantly in 
the open air. Active at alj times, they 
are great mountain climbers, and in 
breathing the pure, clear air ol the 
mountains here sickness is seldom 
known among them. As a race, they 
are 
exceptionally 
well developed, 


though somewhat small. They are 
never troubled over dress or Its reform. 
Their one costume answers for all occa- 
sions and Is practically worn all the 
year round. They are, howerer, not 
overcleanly in their person, and about 
the only time they get a bath Is when 
It rains or when they, by accident, fall 
Into a stream. 


"In their habits they closely resemble 


our Indians, and the prehistoric Indian 
custom of letting the women do all tbe 
work and drudgery while their lords 
and masters sit around in indolent ease, 
smoking green tobacco In ill smelling 
pipes, prevails. The women and chil- 
dren also have acquired the habit of 
emoting, and when a family gathers 
around the circle on an evening and 
begins to smoke that Is your due to flee, 
for to stay is to be strangled by the 
dense volpme of evil smoke which they 
produce. I have found that many of 
these people suffer from a frightful 
throat disease that resembles cancer 
and which I believe to be brought 
about by their execs.::-.e smoking of 
unseasoned tobacco. 
They say It Is 


caused* by the great quantity of un- 
known mineral substances In tbe water 
they drink. I have not known the wa- 
ter to-affect «ny of our men In this 
manner,- although,they freely drink it 
and constantly bathe* In it 


"Superstition enters largely into their 


cure for sickness. When a part of the 
body Is Injured, they tattoo little stars 
all over the affected parts, believing 
that by this means they will drive the 
little devils put that have taken up 
their abode there. Being exposed to 
tbe sun and weather at all times, they 
are constantly shedding their skin, 
much like a snake. Probably this is 
the reason they do not wash, for they 
are so proverbially uzy and indolent 
in things of this kind that they prefer 
nature to conduct the Job. 


"For ornamentation the women gath- 


er little berries, which they string and 
which are then plaited In the strands 
of their black hair, making quite a 
pleasing contrast. With tattooing, these 
are about the only ornaments they af- 
fect, excepting some of the older wom- 
en, who wear necklaces made of the 
backbones of snakes. I purchased one 
of these for the equivalent of 20 cents, 
American money, but have not been 
able to bring myself to wear it, al- 
though they say they are productive of 
good luck. 


"Dogs are considered by these people 


to be a great delicacy, men and boys 
making frequent trips to the coast 
towns, where they gather up all tbe 
stray canines they can, bring them here 
and fatten them, afterward disposing 
of them at good figures. 


"When death occurs in a family, the 


natives take chickens, meats and other 
kinds of food, and a great feast is held, 
followed by a wild dance similar to the 
dances of our western Indians, and on 
Its close the body is buried, the per- 
eonal belongings of the dead pcrr i are 
banded around among tbe relatives, 
and the visitors depart 
There are 


rich mines in this district, and some of 
the natives are fabulously rich, but 
they do not seem to be aware of it. 
When they go to their mines, they will 
not eat meat, as they believe it will 
make them blind to the eight of gold."

the pavilion for foreigners, who were 
to witness the ceremony, be detnol- 


|_ished, says the New York Journal. He 


bas also sent tetters to the embassadors 
and foreign ministers at Constantinople 
informing tH*m that under no circum- 
stances may any foreigner be per- 
mitted hereafter to see the ceremony. 


It is learned that the sultan was 


scared Into giving this order by the 
thoughtless words of a French actress. 
Mile. Mealy of Paris went to Constan- 
tinople as a member of a French opera 
company. She expressed a desire to 
see the sultan. Some friends got her a 
Beat at a window In front of which it 
was known that the sultan would pass. 
In this way Mile. Mealy saw him, and 
after he bad passed by she turned to 
her friends and said: 


"What lies they tell about that man. 


Why, in Paris they say that he is 
afraid of his own shadow, and that one 
cannot get near him. Had I desired to 
do so I could have provided myself 
vrith a bomb, and I could easily have 


r killed him a few minutes ago." 


These innocent words were reported 


to the sultan half an bour'later by one 
of his spies, who are to be found in all 
parts of Constantinople. The report 
Impelled him to issue his order.

American railroad men will watch 


with great interest, says the Atlanta 
Constitution, the revolution in railroad 
construction contemplated in the bill 
which has just passed the house of 
lords providing for the construction of 
an electric road between Manchester 
and Liverpool. 


As described in tbe cable reports, it la 


to be a single rail road. The train will 
run on a. track shaped like an inverted 
V, with the single rail as the apex. 
There is to be one long car, which will 
straddle the track, one-half of it hang- 
ing on each side of the track. Every 
car will carry its own motor. It ia ex- 
pected that tbe distance of 83 miles 
will be covered In 30 minutes, or about 
110 miles an hour, and tbe projector* j 
claim that as derailment is impossible 
this high rate of speed will be safe. 


This saddle back idea, as it is called, 


has been demonstrated a possibility la 
experiments mado in this country some 
years ago, but it was deemed Impracti- 
cal because of steam at that time being 
the only motive power. 
It is now 


claimed that with electricity the rail- 
road can be made a practical success. 


The Missouri Pacific Railway compa- 


ny proposes to try a new experiment 
•with a view of making things ruoro 
convenient for its patrons and at the 
same time building up its own busi- 
ness, says a Topeka dispatch to the i 
Kansas City Journal. It intends to put 
in a system of telephones along its 
lines to connect a station that does not 
Justify the employment of an agent 
with the nearest station that does. 


A telephone station will be establish- 


ed at the siding, and the key to the box 
will be left with the nearest family. 
Then when a farmer wants a car set io 
at the siding or wants to send a mes- 
sage he can go to the telephone, call up 
the agent at the next town and trans- 
act his business over the wire instead 
of being compelled to drive to the next 
town for that purpose. The board of 
railroad commissioners was recently 
notified of the plan. If it proves suc- 
cessful, the railroad commissioners be- 
lieve that other roods will adopt the 
came scheme.

with parkways and other scenic effects 
has employed a landscape gardener 
who will iwake this his sole study.

An important antiseptic discovery 


topon which I>rs. Frederick G. Novy 
and Paul C. Freer of Ann Arbor, Mich., 
have been working for over a year in 
their respective laboratories has just 
been made public. 


The new antiseptics are organic acid 


byperosides, says the Chicago Record- 
Herald. In a water solution five one- 
thousands of 1 per cent of active oxy- 
gen derived from the hyperoxide ia 
fatal to all bacteria. The hyperoxide 
which was used for the experiments is 
benzozlacitzl, and this, as was shown 
by experiments on dogs, can be taken 
Internally in large doses without poi- 
sonous effect. The discovery may, it is 
claimed, lead to the further discovery 
of the fundamental causes in an im- 
portant field of medical and surgical 
science.

The fame of New York's skyscrapers 


and the wonderful pcssibiiitiuB of mod* 
era steel construction us practiced in 
that city have spread eveu to tte laner 
official circles of farofi Japan. The 
Japanese ambition of being thoroughly 
up to date ia all things is to be directed 
along building lines, and Y. Tsumagi, 
a civil engineer and architect of the 
home department of Japan, has arriv- 
ed at New York to study modern build- 
Ing. The Japanese are no longer sat- 
isfied with the picturesque architecture* 
that is typical of the mikad^s country, 
and while there arc reasons why sky- 
scrapers will never be popular mod- 
ern construction methods will soon-be 
adopted. 


Mr. Tsumagl will be a guest of the 


Japanese consulate while in New York, 
Y. Ohki, secretary of the consulate, is 
in charge until the successor of Con- 
sul S. Uchiua arrives from Japan In 
August In speaking of Mr. Tsumagi'a 
mission Secretary Ohkl said recently 
to a New York Tribune reporter: 


"Our government has sent him here 


to study your wonderful buildings. 
Japan is going to build new custom 
houses at Yokohama and other ports 
along the 2oa&t. The present buildings 
are very old and are not large enough 
to care for the business of the govern- 
ment monopoly in tobacco. The new 
buildings will have all sorts of modern 
improvements, such as elevators and 
electric lights. Mr. Tsumagi will study 
the most improved methods of making 
buildings fireproof and various prob- 
lems in steel construction. 


"He was in New York 16 years ago 


and Js much surprised at the wonder- 
ful building developments. There were 
no skyscrapers then. Such tall build- 
ings could never be built in Japan on 
account of our terrible earthquakes. 
They would be tumbled down, no mat- 
ter how strong they were built Al- 
though Japan is an island, it is decided- 
ly larger than Manhattan, and we are 
not so crowded for room that we have 
to build up into the sky. Mr. Tsumagl 
will spend four weeks' in this city 
watching building operations. Then he 
is going to Washington for a montb. to 
study public buildings." 


SERVANT TRAINING SCHOOL 


Rev. Mr. Sheldon May Pat HI* Ideas 


Into Practice.* 


If Rev. Mr. Sheldon's financial 


friends in Topeka show a willingness 
to help him, he will, after his vacation 
in Chicago, take steps to establish a 
training school for girls who desire to 
fit themselves for household duties, 
says tbe Chicago Record-Herald. Mr. 
Sheldon expressed his views on the 
subject in his recent novel, "Born to 
Serve," and many of his friends are 
ready to assist him with an experi- 
ment. 


It would take considerable money to 


establish a school such as Mr. Sheldou 
believes would be necessary for the 
work. There is more in his idea than 
merely having the hired girl eat at tbe 
table with the family. According to 
Mr. Sheldon's theory of service, there 
is no reason why a woman who works 
faithfully and intelligently in perform- 
ing the duties necessary to make him 
comfortable and enjoyable should not 
be treated with as much consideration 
as is shown the woman who works in 
an office or the man who clerks in a 
Store. IEe would have a decent room 
for the housemaid to receive her 
friends, a comfortable place for her to 
sleep, regular hours for her work and 
fair compensation for her labor. Mr. 
Sheldou makes no defense of the army 
of shiftless servants whose idea dur- 
ing the day is to skim over their work 
so as to gad at night. His plan is 
to educate them to take tbe same inter- 
est in their duties that clerks, book- 
keepers and stenographers manifest in 
the calling they follow.

duty *o themselves, t0 their business 
and to their Customers, and if they do 
not hear from their ads. why then of 
course, "advertising don't pay." They 
•ft ill say to the advertising man when 
he calls for their ad., "I have been so 
busy that I haven't given It a tfaOurht. 
Let^-gee; what do I -want to advertise? 
Wait a minute, and I'll write you some 
thing."' Then they will sit down and 
with their mind on anything but the 
subject m hand will hurriedly scrawl 
off something they choose to call an 
ad. It goes into the paper to be read 
by the thousands of readers who are 
looking tor bargains or inducements. 
What -s the result? 
The merchant 


soon finds that some of his regular cus 
tomers are going elsewhere for th's lit- 
tle thing and that, and sooner or later 
he notes that their bills are gettinc 
very small and he wonders at it. They 
are simply going where they see in- 
ducements offered, where their curios- 
ity, born of some thought in an ad. 
they have read, tempts them. 


Strange as it may appear the mer- 


chants referred to are often the ones 
•who are the most particular about 
small details in their store. Yet, if 
they had a salesman in their employ 
who talked as listlessly about their 
goods to their customers as they do in 
their ads. and showed as little interest 
in tlieir store., he would be discharged 
at once. Yet here ia a powerful sales-

Great Cities of the E«»t Hot of 
Mnch AcooMt In His Opinion—Story 
of m. Llttlo Bootblack. 
After tbe late Bfr Walter Besant, tha 


English novelist, had returned home 
from bis visit to the United States, 
wlM^e be bad attended the congress of 
authors at Chicago in 1893, he sub- 
mitted himself to the English inter- 
viewer. Tbe result of the cross exam- 
ination, as published In The Pall Mall 
Budget, shows that Mr. Besant fell a 
victim to the charms of Buffalo and 
.was only saved from an idolatrous 
worship of New York state's lake port 
by the contemplation of Cliicago, which 
seems to have completely filled his eye 
and mind. After sketching bis brief 
tour through New England and his 
.visit to Dr. Holmes and the houses of 
Emerson and Hawthorne Mr. Besant 
received tbe following Interrogative 
round shot and proceeded to give his 
Idea of the "bounding" west: 


"Having 'done' all the New England 


towns, you went west, I suppose?" 


"Yes. We stopped at Niagara for 


three or four days. The place is very 
different now from what it used to be. 
The shanties and the like which I saw 
there 17 years ago have been removed 
and a lovely park made on each side. 
From Niagara we went to Buffalo, a 
town about as big as Leeds, with a ho- 
tel that is certainly better than any» 
thing out of London, if, indeed, it be 
not quite as good as the finest in Lon- 
don. 
And here I may remark that 


American hotels are, on the whole, 
.wonderful. 
Furniture, appointments 


and the like are all perfect. 
The 


charges, however, are very much 
higher than they are in this country. 
An American dollar in an American 
hotel is not worth more than a shilling 
would be in one bere. Nor is tae rea- 
son for this far to seek. The people 
who use hotels in the United States 
can afford almost anything; therefore 
they do not care what prices they pay. 
All they ask for is comfort combined 
.with magnificence." 


"Did you like Buffalo?" 
"It was very interesting to me, as it 


was tbe first place in which I saw 
something of tbe extraordinary busi- 
ness activity of America. There is a 
certain amount of 'drive' in Boston, but 
there is no "rush* like that which one 
sees in Buffalo. This place might, by 
the way, have become tbe Chicago of 
America. There are four towns all 
situated on lakes—Milwaukee, Detroit, 
Chicago and Buffalo. The position of 
Chicago proved the m«t central, and 
she consequently won "5ie place which 
ebe now holds among American cities. 
And this premier place she means to 
bold, there can be no doubt about 
that" 


"What do yoti think of Chicago?" 
"The business part of the city is ugly. 


It consists of vast blocks of buildings. 
Three of these blocks—they are con- 
tiguous and. each is 18 stories high—ac- 
commodate no fewer than 9,000 people 
—principals, clerks, storekeepers, ware, 
housemen and others—every day. This 
part of the town is empty in the even- 
Ing and is silent on Sunday. It is in 
point of fact very similar to our own 
'city.' Outside the region of business 
there are beautiful villas, forming sub- 
urbs like those which encompass Lon- 
don." 


"And the inhabitants of this great 


city, what of them?" 


"There is one great point to note to 


all of these towns," said Mr. Besant by 
way of reply, "acd that is the vast 
number of foreigners. In Buffalo, for 
example, there are a Polish quarter, a 
German quarter, an Irish quarter and a 
native American quarter." 


"But the English. Have they no 


quarter?" 


"They generally merge with the 


Americans. The Irish do not" 


"And the other races—the Poles, the 


Germans and the like?' 


"These will merge like the English 


do with the Americans. And that will 
be very soon, I think. Listen to this 
little anecdote: While ia New Haven 1 
was asked one day if I would nave my 
boots sbined. It was a bright faced, 
pretty little fellow who accosted me. 1 
asked him bis name, and be said that 
It was Bobolovoskl or something of tbe 
sort—spell it in your own way—and 
that he was a Polish Jew. He was 
only 10 years of age, be said, and he 
got up eveiy morning at 6 and went 
ont to shine. From 0 to 12 he was at 
school. He shinecl from 12 until the 
afternoon, when he went to school 
again, and ID the evening he shincd 
once more. Now, this lirtie fellow was, 
in fact a perfect American—there can 
be no question about it—although by 
birth he was a Polish Jew." 


"And now, Mr. Besant I should like 


a few of your impressions of America." 


"I have not overmuch to say," he re- 


plied. "The thing which struck me 
most was tbe fact that you have not 
seen America at all until you have 
been to Chicago. 
New York Is not 


America—New York Is a cosmopolitan 
city. Boston Is not America—Boston 
Is old. Philadelphia is not America- 
Philadelphia is asleep. But at Chicago 
yon are In the very heart of tha^conntry 
—you are at the center of everything, 
Chicago will be to America what Baby- 
lon formerly was to Asia." Mr. Besant 
said in conclusion, "America, In spite 
of the many years that have rolled by 
since she first became a nation, is still 
young—yonng, vigorous and rich in 
hope for the future."

tronomer. Funeral Arrangement! 


The body 
of 
Professor 
Truman 


Henry Safford, whose death in New- 
ark, N. J., yesterday was reported in 
yesterday's Transcript, is expected to 
arrive in WUUamsttwn tomorrow. The 
funeral will be held Sunday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock m the college chapel, and 
burial will be in the college cemetery. 


As reported yesterday Professor Sof- 
ford had been ill about three years as 
a result of a shock. Ho was stricken 
one day while walking near the college 
gymnasium, and was rendered help- 
less. He partially recovered only to 
suffer a second shock, and after that 
time was unable to continue his regu- 
lar college duties. 


At the following meeting 
of 
the 


board of trustees he was {granted a 
leave of absence for one year, and 
when at the end 'of that period the 
hoped-for recovery had not come tho 
leave was extended another year. At 
the last meeting of the board Prof, 
Safforci was relieved of further duties, 
except by the call of the president. 
Professor Safford remained in Wil- 
liamstjown until last fall; when he 
went to live with his son in Newark. 


Prof. Safford was b'orn in Vermont 


in 1836, and very early in life demon- 
strated a 
wonderful mathematical 


ability. 
So rapid a^id accurate were 


his mental calculations at an early 
age that he became famous, and his 
name is included, in many of the lead- 
ing oncyclopedias as one of the great- 
t>t mathematicians of his age. When 
only six years old he told his mother 


i one day that if she would give him 
I th*1 circumference of a certain field in 


rods he would give it to her in barley 
corns. 


When & boy in knee pants he could 


emntally extract cube roots of numbers 
having from eight to ten figures, an1 
when less than ten years old he made 
the calculations for an almanac. In 
1849 he ascertained the elliptic element 
of the comet of that year. 


Professor Safford was a graduate of 


Harvard college -with the class of '54, 
aid nine years later was- .-nade assist- 
ant 'observer nt the Cambridge obser- 
vatory. In ISfio he was made director 
of the observatory of Chicago. Whil« 
iu that city he discovered many new 
nebulae, but his work was cut short 
by the great Chicago fire. He after- 
wards took part in Captain Wheeler's 
curvey of the far West ,and did much 
w-crk lor the differeht bureaus lit 
Washington. He was constantly la- 
b'oiing for a more modern instruct! >a 
in mathemati ^. 


Prof. Safford's term of service for 


T.V.:iiams began in 1876, when he was 
called to the chair of astronomy. 
His 


| service for the college was one of the 


utmost value and faithfulness, and 
his loss is a heavy one for the institu- 
tion, though t!i:ring the past two years 
he has befii unable to care for his 
courses. He was a member of various 
astronomical societies and had edited 
volumes 4 and 5 of the annals t>f Har- 
vard college observatory. His contri- 
butions have appeared in proceedings 
of American academy. 


He leaves a wife and four sons, John 


and Thomas of New York, Arthur of 
Boston and Walter of Brooklyn, and 
one daughter, Mrs. Frederick Dewey 
of Milwaukee, Wis. 


In 
estimating his work, 
today's 


Springfleld 
Bepublican says editor- 


ially: His place as an astronomical 
scholar has been won long since by 
patient research and industry, based 
up'on a mathematical 
genius which 


was intuitive, and made him in his 
childhood a wonder of the scientific 
world. He was more the scholar than 
the teacher, but he won and held the 
esteem of his pupils and associates. 
The extraordinary capacities which he 
manifested as a child were nou sterile 
in future growth, as has bean the case 
with many 
mathematical 
prodigies, 


but he developed in a healthy progres 
sion into the mastery "of great astrono- 
mical problems-, and in his discovery 
of nebulae he 
became noteworthy 


among his fellows; while his 
Work 


upon the catalog of stars in co-opera- 
tion of American and European as- 
tronomers was of much importance.
